INFORMATION SNIPPETS 


REF: YAESU FT-207R 

When the NiCad battery pack becomes completely depleted, and it is subsequently charged, it is possible that the 
CPU will not initialize properly when the BU switch is on and the power switch is turned on. If your set does not 
turn on after charging a dead battery, switch the power and BU switches OFF, then turn them on again. Proper 
operation will now occur. 


REF YAESU FT-480R(A) 
Note the scanning steps in this model are 20kHz, to change this to 25kHz steps add diode D-4006. Page 36 
in the manual says 12.5kHz, this is incorrect and should read 25kHz. 


REF YAESU FRG-7 RECEIVER 
This receiver is fitted with an audio reduction switch, to increase the audio level. Check that the slide switch is in 
the upper most position (this switch is located in the rear battery compartment on the left hand side). 


FT-480R Random Frequency Display 


It is possible when first powering up to cause the memory to store a random number which will then be displayed on the digital 
dial when the set is turned on. Switching the set off then on again will not resolve this situation. 

The correct switch on procedure is to make sure that the memory back-up switch is in the OFF position, and that the main 
ON/OFF switch is also in the OFF position, when connecting the 13.8V DC power source.
